Candy bars and chewing gum 
are convenient awards and not too 
costly 
Urge Class Competition 
It is also helpful to challenge 
some other class in the same Sun­ 
day school to a monthly contest. 
Make the scoring quick and sim­ 
ple. Give IO points for each new 
person in attendance Avoid com- 
plicated points for cash collection, 
etc. 
Then have the “pav off” for the 
winners after four Sundays, but 
don’t h se th* momentum by then 
ceasing your competition. 
Instead, vary the nature of the 
contest but keep your rivalry go­ 
ing steadily.

FORCED AIR DRYING SYSTEMS 


| 
Moisture and temperature control are two important factors in 
successful grain storage. In the diagram above, two methods of bringing 
sir into a grain bin are shown. Air in the triangular ducts, left, entei 
the gram between the lower edge of the ducts and the floor. In thi 
concrete block duct system, right, air enters the grain through holes u 
the blocks and through small cracks betwen the boards which cover th' 
blocks. 


Two important factors in the 
successful storage of grain are 
control of moisture and control of 
temperature, says Doanld Brook- 
t*r. agricultural engineer at the 
University of Missouri. Forced air 
drying systems put 
control 
of 
these items lit the hands of t!/b 
farmer. When air is forced through 
damp grain two things happen. 
Air evaporates moisture and evap­ 
oration has a cooling effect. The 
end result is dry and cool grain. 
Equipment to dry grain consists 
of a fan to force the air through 
the grain and an air distribution 
system to introduce the air into 
the grain so that all parts of the 
bin receive an equal amount of 
air. 
There are two types of fans th%t 
are used in drying systems, Brook- 
er notes. These are the centrifu­ 
gal and propeller fans. The main 
requirement of a fan is that it 
must be able to deliver air against 
a resistance pressure. For example, 
to dry wheat at 18 percent mois­ 
ture in a 1,000 bushel bin, the fan 
should deliver 2,000 cubic feet of 
air a minute against a resistance 
pressure of 2 1? inches of water. 
An attic fan, barn ventilating 
fan or a silage blower would not 
be suitable. Reliable fan compa­ 
nies are willing to furnish air de­ 
livery rates of their fans when 
operated 
against 
the 
resistance 
pressures encountered when forc­ 
ing air through grain. 
Air may be introduced with 
false floors or with a duct sys­ 
tem, Brooker explains. False floors 
are made of perforated metal and 
set from 12 to 18 inches above the 
regular bin 
floor 
on 
concrete 
blocks and lumber. Air is forced 
into the bin between the floors. 
A duct system consists of a 
main duct with laterals running 
across the building. The main duct 
is usually made with solid top 
and sides with holes cut along the 
side to permit air to flow into the 
laterals. Laterals can be made en­ 
tirely of wood or may consist of 
boards set or laid on concrete 
blocks. 
According to Brooker, one de­ 
sign that is easy to build consists 
of concrete blocks laid end to end 
in two rows 12 to 14 inches apart, 
turned so that the holes in the 
blocks will let the air out of the 
duct into the grain. Boards arc* 
laid across the blocks to form the 
air passage. Such a duet system 
will supply air to a bin filled to 
an 8 foot depth if the laterals are 
spaced 4 foot on centers. They can 
be 8 to 10 feet long. 
Wooden laterals are made by 
building a V-shaped rectangular 
shaped trough and then setting it, 
bottom side up, on legs so that 
there is about 8 inches of space be­ 
tween the duct and the floor for 
air to enter the grain. The trough 
can be 
supported 
on 
concrete 
blocks with the holes turned so 
that the air can pass through them 
lengthwise down the duct, he says. 
Amounts of air required to dry 
grain depend on the moisture of 
the grain 
going into 
the 
bin.

The fan should be operated con- 
tinuously until the grain is dowr 
to 15 percent moisture. Then i‘ 
should be run during good dry inf 
weather until the grain is dowi 
to 13 or 12>2 percent. The far 
should be run enough every da; 
while the grain is above 13 per 
cent to make sure no heating take 
place. The bin should be coole 
to as low a tem perature as is po* 
sible during the winter month 
Temperature control is importan 
Brooker points out. 
It helps to prevent hot spo 
if cracked grain and foreign m 
terial is not allowed to accumula' 
in any spot when the bin is fille 
These spots are hard to ventila* 
and tend to cause hot spots in th 
bin.

Two im portant factors in the 
successful storage of grain are 
control of moisture and control of 
tem perature, says Doanld B rook­ 
er, agricultural engineer at the 
U niversity of Missouri.

W hen air is forced through 
dam p grain two things happen. 
Air evaporates moisture and evap­ 
oration has a cooling effect. The 
end result is dry and cool grain. ( 
Equipm ent to dry grain consists I 
of a fan to force the air through 
the grain and an air distribution 
system to introduce the air into 
the grain so that all parts of the 
bin receive an equal am ount of 
air. 
T here are two types of fans thJfc: 
are used in drying systems, Brook­ 
er notes. These are the centrifu­ 
gal and propeller fans. The m ain 
requirem ent of a fan is th a t it j 
m ust be able to deliver air against 
a resistance pressure.

Plan B— T est the herd,

cinate and retain the reactors un­ 
til they can be sold for slaughter 
without heavy loss to the ow ner.

soon leaving in the herd vacci­ 
nated, growing heifers w ith in­ 
creased resistance. 
PLAN C — Vaccinate calves 
w ithout testing the herd. This plan 
is suited to range herds or those 
in which the m ovem ent of anim als 
is governed by special perm its is­ 
sued by state livestock sanitary 
officials. 
PLAN D—Vaccinate adult cat­ 
tle. To be used only upon approval 
in w riting by State-Federal super­ 
visors before vaccination begins. 
It should be used only as an em er­ 
gency 
m easure in herds w here 
danger of spreading infection is 
very great. 
The State of Missouri will fu rn ­ 
ish the vaccine free and the ad­ 
m inistering of it. The livestock 
owner will pay for the blood test.

Don't Delay Housing 
Those Range Pullets 
Poultrym en this m onth are watch 
-ing for first signs of egg produc­ 
tion among their pullet flocks to 
determ ine exactly when the birds 
should be moved in off the range 
and housed. 
Each 
well-grown pullet repre­ 
sents an investm ent of one to one 
and a half dollars in feed alone. 
It is no wonder that flockowners 
are anxious to get them laying 
in clean nests as early as possible. 
Pullets should be housed at least 
by the tim e they are in five to ten 
per cent production. Som etim es it 
is a tem ptatiin to let them stay on 
the range until most of them are 
laying. This is particularly true 
when the w eather is good and there 
is green stuff to eat. But it is a 
m istake to delay the housing. 
Bringing the birds off range at 
five to ten per 
cent production 
helps avoid dirtv eggs and loss of 
those laid on the range. It will 
also acclim ate the birds to nests 
before they becom e accustom ed to 
laying their eggs in weeds or else­ 
where on the range. 
Birds should be moved into the 
house as quietly as possible. It is 
often wise to move them at night 
when they are drowsy. The process 
of housing the pullets offers a good 
opportunity to exam ine each bird 
for external parasites and to pick 
out culls. If p arasites are found, 
the birds should be treated before 
being placed in the house. 
Pullets need all the high quality 
feed they can cat in order to m ain­ 
tain body 
weight 
and 
continue 
to grow while they are producing 
eggs. If hoppers and w aterers in 


the house are much different from 
the ones the pullets were used to 
on the range, it is a good idea to 
bring in the range founts and feed­ 
ers for a few days. Stirring the 
feed occasionally and feeding pell­ 
ets on top of the mash two or three 
tim es a day will help get m ore 
feed into the birds.

Yellowing of top leaves pre­ 
ceded by dwarfed stem growth 
tells that alfalfa stands may be in 
trouble because of insufficient de­ 
livery of boron by thc soil, says 
V. L. Sheldon of the University 
of Missouri soils department. Up­ 
per leaves often turn red before 
the typical “yellov. top” shows up. 
The internodes ol the terminal 
shoots become shortened, forming 
a rosette. Death of the terminal 
bud follows. 
Boron 
troubles 
appear 
most 
strikingly in the late summer— 
especially during prolonged dry 
periods. At such times, plant roots 
must obtain water and nutrients at 
depths below surface soil layers. 
Frequently the moist zone is 
beneath the level of the soil or­ 
ganic m atter from which most of 
the boron seems to come. Testing 
the soil for available boron is 
complicated because in the spring 
when surface soil is moist, the 
soil usually supplies boron. Alfal­ 
fa can make a vigorous normal 
growth. Later in the summer the 
characteristic 
“yellow-top” 
ap­ 
pears, Sheldon says. 
Under boron deficiencies, nitro­ 
gen-fixing nodules fail to form on 
alfalfa roots. Galls sometimes de­ 
velop there but 
these 
become 
black, shriveled masses before the 
plant matures. Such abnormal le- ! 
gumes do not take nitrogen from 
the air. 
Compared with healthy plants,! 
they appear lighter in color, ripen 
at an earlier date,

yields and are of poor quality as

Drinking water should be sani­ 
tized with a dependable germicide, 
used according to m anufacturer’s 
instructions.

concentrations of tryptophane—a 
part of plant proteins often defic­ 
ient—may be increased 
by 
as 
much as 54 percent in alfalfa hay 
by applying boron to Putnam Silt 
Loam. 
When studied under green house 
conditions, the amounts of this 
compound, as parts per thousand 
of dry matter, dropped from 2.8 
for full soil treatment to 1.1 where 
only boron was withheld. Similar 
results were found with soybean 
hays, Sheldon says. Usual methods 
of nitrogen analysis for protein 
were too crude to reveal boron ef­ 
fects on the quality of alfalfa hay. 
While further research is neces­ 
sary in order to discover func­ 
tions of boron in life processes of 
alfalfa and in the soil, there is 
evidence that boron, a trace ele­ 
ment, 
improves 
the 
nutritional 
quality of alfalfa as hay. Many 
Missouri farmers are cooperating 
with the department of soils in an 
effort to further evaluate the ef­ 
fects of added boron on m ain­ 
tenance and improvement of al­ 
falfa stands, he adds.

With wheat seeding time not far 
away, I think of reports given me 
by two farm ers which suggest at 
least one good wheat production 
practice. Ernest Moxley made the 
county’s best unofficial record as 
far as I know by producing slightly 
more than 59 bushels per acre on 
74 acres.

sible. In fact an old saying in 
northern Missouri used to be that 
every week of delay in breaking 
wheat ground after July 1 re­ 
duced the yield one bushel per 
acre. This may not necessarily be 
true under modern conditions since 
with equipment now in use, we 
can tend to offset the disadvantage 
of late breaking w'ith extra disk- 
ings and harrowing. I also realize 
that it is a sound farm manage­ 
ment practice on many farms to 
follow corn or soybeans with wheat 
under conditions where working 
the seod-bed more than a few days 
prior to seeding is not possible. 
However, those farmers with sit­ 
uations that permit w-orking wheat 
ground far in advance to seeding 
will find that doing so pays good 
dividends. 
Mississippi County farmers seed­ 
ed over 39.000 acres of vetch last 
fall as compared to a little over 
28.000 acres the year before. The 
plentiful supply of seed and thc 
increasing number of farmers re­ 
porting their own experiences that 
showing the value of vetch should 
bring about a big increase in the 
acreage again this fall. 
I hear that Ernest Moxley who 
was the first to provide a field 
demonstration of the value of vetch 
in this county has already seeded 
a considerable acreage. Last fall, 
he told me that he was seeding 
all of his row crop land to vetch 
and while I haven’t heard him 
say, it’s my guess that he is do­ 
ing the same thing this year. 
Earl Presson tells me that 20

the benefit of the vetch.

Pork Production is 
Steady Profit Maker 
We have reached that time of 
year when a decline in hog prices 
is as inevitable as the hot wea­ 
ther. While s a g g i n g p r i c e s 
never pleasant to the producer, 
a study of pork production over the 
past 24 years shows that hog rais­ 
ing is a steady and profitable farm 
operation when carried out on a 
sound program. 
On the average since 1934 it has 
cost the farm er $6.45 in feed to 
produce a hundred pounds of pork. 
Today that cost is $10.20. But the 
24-year average return above feed 
cost per hundred pounds of pork 
is $5.97, while today with a price 
of 24 per cwt. a hog raiser follow­ 
ing a sound program may expect 
to make about $13.80 above feed 
costs for each hundred pounds of 
pork he sends to market. 
The 24-year m arket price f o r 
hogs 
averages 
$12.42 per cwt., 
while now, even during the season­ 
al decline, hog prices are between 
$20 and $24. It is significant that 
the cost of producing pork has in­ 
creased by only about 60 per cent 
over the 24-year average, while 
the m arket price for hogs has 
gone up approximately 100 per cent 
It is also significant that the 
24-year average cash price for corn 
is 93 cents, but the average price 
received since 1930 for corn by 
selling it through well managed 
hogs is $2.12. 
These studies were made only on 
hog operations that follow good pro­ 
grams of management and feeding. 
They suggest that in spite of the 
inevitable ups and downs each year 
in m arket prices, hog raising con­ 
ducted with the aid of modern feed­ 
ing and management knowledge is 
a farm enterprise that gives good 
promise, year after year, of stea­ 
dy profit.

Pork Production is 
Steady Profit Maker 
We have reached that time of 
year when a decline in hog prices 
is as inevitable as the hot wea­ 
ther. While s a g g i n g p r i c e s 
never pleasant to the producer, 
a study of pork production over the 
past 24 years shows that hog rais­ 
ing is a steady and profitable farm 
operation when carried out on a 
sound program. 
On the average since 1934 it has 
cost the farm er $6 45 in feed to 
produce a hundred pounds of pork. 
Today that cost is $10 20. But the 
24-year average return above feed 
cost per hundred pounds of pork 
is $5.97, while today with a price 
of 24 per cwt. a hog raiser follow­ 
ing a sound program may expect 
to make about $13 80 above feed 
costs for each hundred pounds of 
pork he sends to market. 
The 24-year market price f o r 
hogs 
averages 
$12.42 per cwt., 
w'hile now, even during the season­ 
al decline, hog prices are between 
$20 and $24. It is significant that 
the cost of producing pork has in­ 
creased by only about 60 per cent 
over the 24-year average, while
